Lonpon, July 5.—A terrible explosion 
of gas occurred this evening at 7 
o'clock in a street in the  vicin- 
ity of Tottenham Court road. For 
some time past gas was noticed escaping in 
large quantities, and a man was sent to ex- 
amine the pipes. He applied a light, and a 
series of explosions occurred, commencing at 
the upper end of Charlotte street, and running 
like a mine down Charlotte, along Percy, 
under Tottenham Court road. There were 
six distinct explosions in various parts, each 
forming a deep trench from eight to ten 
yards long. From the large traffic prevail- 
ing in this densely-populated neighborhood, 
it is surprising that the list of casualties 
is not larger than is at present reported. 
There are two persons killed, two 
fatally wounded, and thirty more or less 
injured. From one trench sixteen persons 
were extricated. Four hundred houses 
are injured and one demolished. Many, hav- 
ing large rents, are rendered untenantable. 
All the windows along the line of the ex- 
plosion were demolished, the chimney-pots 
thrown down, and the shock was felt as far 
up as Hampstear road. Dense volumes of 
gas issued from the trenches, and the air 
was charged almost to suffocation. 

The performance of “Forget Me Not” at 
the Prince of Wales had to be suspended. 
The streets and buildings in the neighborhood 
are in total darkness. Vast crowds flocked 
to the scene of the disaster, and a large body 
of policeand firemen are on duty. An eye- 
witness, who was stand at his door 
in Charlotte street, says noticed a 


cloua of bricks and stones shoot up a hun- 
dred 


into the air, followed by 
a loud repo which rolled d 
street like artillery fire. He observed 
people r and fall, and the ground 
shook as if there was an earthquake. Work- 
men who applied the light in search of the 
leak were blown a great distance away and 
killed. The greatest excitements prevails. 
PREDICTION FULFILLED. 

The prediction received on the 28th of 
June, announc that a disturbance would 
pass over the Norwegian coast and affect 
those islands between the Ist and 
3d of July, was fulfilled to the letter.

ENGLISH GRAIN TRADE. 
: WEEKLY REVIEW. 
Lonpon, July —The Mark Lane Bapress, 
in its review of the Britis grain trade the 


past week, says: The weather has been 


fairly seasonable, and crops have made fur- 
ther steady progress, though advices relative 
to oats are somewhat variable. The supply 
of English wheat is very small, but difficult 
to sell, though holders willingly offered con- 
cessions of 1 and sometimes 2 shillings per 
quarter, Imports of foreign wheat fair, but 
not excessive. Though granary stocks are 
reduced to ahmost an unprecedented point, 
et as long as the arrivals suffice to meet the 
minediate wants of buyers, they can afford 
to disregard the present moderate extent of 
arrivals in the confident anticipation 
ofafutute abundance to which everythi 
seems to point. A Jarge Continental d 
has hitherto been the chief influence in favor 
of sellers, but, as the French harvest.is now 
almost due, Continental needs must shortly 
cease to affect the situation. In short, the 
weather, despite some rain, has been too fine 
for the trade. 

Wheat declined 1 shilling to 2 shillings on 
the week. Even Russian has fallen, despite 
the extreme scarcity. Business of .all de- 
scriptions very limited. Maize remains at 23 
shillings and 6 pence ex. ship. 

Arrivals at ports of call moderate. Busi- 
ness quiet, with a declining tendency 
until Friday, when 49 shillings was 
accepted for red .winter. Cargoes since 
then, in consequence of broken weather, 
have decidedly improved in tone.: A fair 
amount of business was done in red winters 
at 49 shillings and 6 pence for the Continent 
and 49 ee to 49 shillings and 8 pence for 
the United Kingdom. With more cargoes of 
maize off the coast, thei declined 1 shilling 
and 6 pence to 2 shillings per quarter. Very 
little business was done in wheat for ship- 
ment until the end of the week, when the 
low prices brought buyers. Trade closes at 
an improvement of 6 pence from the lowest 
point. There is a moderate inquiry for 
maize at a decline of about 6 pence per quar-

COLD-BLOODED MURDER.

BURLINGTON, Ia., July 5.—Sagetown, Hen- 
derson County, LL, was the scene of a cold- 
blooded murder on Saturday night. A pic- 
nic was held at Kirkwood, twelve miles east 
of Sagetown, which was largely attended by 
people from all parts of tii surrounding 
country, including Archie Topp, a young 
farmer living near Sagetown, and Stephen 
Phelps, of Oquawka. About 9 oclock the 
two men mentioned, witha number of others, 
had returned to Sagetown en route home.

A vigilance committee of several 
hundred organized during the night with the 
avowed intention of lynching ‘Topp, but the 
authorities removed him to Oquawka, where 
he is strongly guarded. 

The bullet entered Phelps’ right side near 
the armpit, passing through his body. 

It is said that at the picnic Topp was very 
quarrelsome and abusive, and Phelps threat- 
ened to have him arrested.

CHICAGO, | 
THE DAY AT HOME. 

The concluding day of this year’s triple 
Fourth of July was ushered in yesterday 
morning in much the same style as that 
which distinguished the dawn of Saturday 
and Sunday, except that there were more and 
louder noises. The wise boy who had re- 
served his forces, and the good boy who 


would not desecrate the Sabbath, reaped 


their reward in the shape of a faultless day. 
There was just enough wind to make the 
atmosphere pleasant, without blowimg the 
crackers into the puddies left from 
the night’s rain. In spite of the fact that 
so much powder and questionable patriotisin 
had been consumed during the two previous 
days, the noise and rackes was doubled and 
quadrupled yesterday. 
boy with his crackers, bombs, and torpedoes, 
was omnipresent, while the callow youths 
with cheap revolvers were more than numer- 
ous. ‘Lhe police made no attempt to enforce 
the Mayor’s orders, and the dainty torpedo, 
the crackers and the pistols were used with- 
out opposition, The day was about as noisy 
as most of its predecessors, and the night 
was iUluminated with darting rockets to 
about the usual extent. The police confined 
their exertions to 
CAPTURING LOADED REVOLVERS, 
and at each station was a glittering pile of the 
confiscated weapons, neatly labeled with the 
name of the untortunate, or fortunate, own- 
ers, who had been deprived of a portion of 
their day’s enjoyment, and prevented from 
injuring any one else with a stray bullet. ‘The 
streets were crowded with people, and the 
cars were loaded down with men, women, 
and babies, ail bent on enjoyment, the babies 
deriv satisiaction from noises which drove 
their elders mad. The parks were crowded 
with picnickers, and tue fine day tempted al- 
most everybody out of doors. , ‘Lhe 
Government pier was Diack with 
people, the bumboais did a rush- 
ing business with their noisy customers, 
The excursion steamers made short and lu- 
crative trips, loaded down and careening 
with their weight of passengers, in utter de- 
fiance of the “inspeclwrs’”’ who never in- 
spect. Even on these boats, which people 
flew to as a refuge from the noise and racket 
of the city, the cracker and revolver were 
treely used, and the passage of two steam- 
ers resembled a naval battle from the con- 
stant popping and the clouds of smoke. 
When Night finally drew her sable curtain 
down it was pinned, not with a star, but 
with a multitude of rockets which shot across 
the sky, the necessary manipulation of these 
upward-shooting stars tending to’ decrease 
the noise, although the: average boy did not 
give up his efforts until the last cracker had 
been exploded, or the last finger carried 
away. The list of accidents wiil be found 
to be choice, and carefully selected, exhibit- 
ing the human racein the different degrees 
of imbecility, from the boy who “wanted to 
see if it was loaded,”’ to the boyish man who 
hammered the cartridge into his pistol, 
COMMUNISTIC. 


The Socialistic army, to the number of 175 
men and muskets, havi first of all .ob- 
tained the permission of Gov. Cullom to do 
so, mustered in front of the Communistic 
headquarters, No. 54 West Lake street, and 
marched in procession to Oswald’s Garden, 
on the corner of Fiity-second and Halsted 
streets.

shape, seemed to have a very hard 
time of it. Behind the brave but 
deeply troubled General marched 
Roddy’s Hibernian Band, and then came the 
vanguard of the army in the shape of fifiy- 
three members of the “ Yaegers,” a military 
organization wearing a neat gray and green 
uniform, who have recently been affiliated 
with the Lehr and Wehr Verein. A com- 
pany, fourteen strong, of bohemian sharp- 
shooters came next, their uniform consisting 
of a dark-blue smock and felt hat with a big 
brass eagle on the side, the remainder being 
left to the sweet will of each of the sharp- 
shooters. Some otf press had decided that 
lavender panis would most effectively har- 
monize with tue tintof the smock; others 
wore them black of hue, others brown, the 
contrast presented by the various shades 
being very pleasing from a picturesque, but 
decidedly comic from a military, point of 
view. 

The Lehr und Wehr Verein brought up 
the rear. They numbered 108 strong, and 
blue smocks were -the only attempt they 
made at a uniform appearance, 

The line of march was along Lake street 
to Halsted, and thence to the garden on Fifty- 
second street. The Springfield muskets car- 
ried by the army proved an unaccustomed 
weight of a very tiresome descriptiop, and by 
the time the army reached Archer avenue 
Gen. Glimm wisely ordered a halt. Arms 
were stacked, and a break was made for the 
beer-saloons, where the sustaining free lunch 
was indulged in by the military. Half an 
hour was passed very pleasantly here, and 
ai 10:30 the yarious brigades, summoned by 
the unwelcome bugle from the sausage and 
beer, fell into line, formed fours, and again 
resumed the march. 

The procession arrived at its destination a 
little after 12 o’clock. It was a wearied and 
jaded looking band, and, it did not take the 
organizations longafier entering the grounds 
to break ranks and make a simultaneous dive 
for the beer-stands. The picnic was held un- 
der the auspices of the Lehr und Wehr 
Verein alone, and it was for its benefit en- 
tirely, to aid in furnishing money towards 
carrying the Bresser militia test-case to the 
United States Supreme Court. The picnic 
was a very ordinary and, in the main, a quiet 
affair, though the attendance was very large, 
not less than from 3,000 to 4,000 people being 
on the. ground at 4 o'tlock, and the 
crowd was still swelling. All the other 
armed organizations depafted before 3 
o'clock, and left the grounds in possession 
of the Lehr und Wehr Verein and its friends, 
There were an immense number of children 
and babies in the greve, and the usual 
gambling implements .always found at Chi- 
cago picnics werein full and unrestri¢ted 
blast. A large delegation of the Stock-Yards 
boys and girls aided materially in swelling 
the Socialistic armed organization’s coffers. 
A dizzy gymnast gave a queer performance 
on a siack-rope put up between two trees, 
and that was abort allthe diversion there 
was except drinking beer, eating lunches, 
and: dancing in a broiling oS 1e picnic 
was a fiuancial success, and that was ail that 
was aimed at.

trustee. Mr. Rankine is trustee of several 
estates, and,as heis now believed to be bank- 
rupt, itis feared that the heirsin nearly every 
instance will be sufferers. 
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DurineG the debate on the Irish Relief bill 
yesterday, Mr. Gladstone said that the state of 
affairs in Ireland growing out of opposition to 
eviction nearly approached a civil war. Evic- 
tions were lamentably increasing, and the police 
force had to be increaseil tocarry them out. He 
said the only way to do away with the anti-rent 
agitation was to remove the justification for it. 
The bill was then passed to a second reading, 
notwithstanding the efforts of Lord Randolph 
Churchill, son to the Duke of Marlborough, and 
Mr. Chaplin, son-in-law to another Duke, by a 
vote of 206 to 217. 


AN organization called the SouthermRegu- 
lators, which is simply the Ku-Klux society un- 
der another name, has been discovered in Vir- 
ginia, where it has a numerous membership, 
and where its baneful influence is used to ter- 
rorize good citizens, especially colored men. 
The punishment is whipping on the bare back 
with a hickory rod, A report of the operations 
and character of the society has been presented 
te Attorney-General Devens, who will doubtless 
try to break up the ruflianly and lawless gang. 
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By the capsizing of a yacht on White Bear 
Lake, about twelve miles from St. Paul, seven 
persons were drowned yesterday. It appears there 
were fourteen persons on board the yacht when 
it was struck by a heavy squall, and as the men 
on board were by no means expert yachtsmen, 
they were unable to prevent the accident. It is 
asad commentary on the gailantry of the un- 
married men that of seven who were on board 
all escaped, but not one made the slightest ef- 
fort to save the lives of the women and 
children who were with them in the yacht, 
while the one married man on board perished in 
attempting to save his wife and child. 


Tue celebration of the Fourth of July 
yesterday did not pass off without its usual list 
of free fights and railroad and other accidents, 
broken limbs, injured eyes, nipped noses, etc. 
One of the most lamentable occurrences was 
that by which Capt. Hammond, of the schooner 
Satisfaction, iost his life. He had been shooting 
with a revolver from the deck of his boat into 
the lake. Aftera while he handed the shooter 
to his son, who in arranging the cartridge caused 
the hammer to come down suddenly. The ball 
lodged in his father’s breast, who almost in- 
Stantly died of the wound received.

YESTERDAY was very generally observed 
and celebrated as the National Holiday both in 
Chicago and throughout the country generally. 
At home we were blessed with superb weather, 
and the day was altogether giveh over to 
amusement-seeking,—the races, the base-ball 
match, the theatres, the lake-boat excursions, 
and numerous picnics furnishing recrea- 
tion for a goodly portion .of Chicago's 
half-million inhabitants. No -more than 
the usual quota of casualties attendant 
upon a profuse indulgence in firearms and fire- 
works seems to have occurred, and the number 
of fatalities was not large. Outside of Chicago 
the day was widely observed after the usual 
fashion. 


WHY REPUBLICANS DIDN’T “RATIFY.” 
The Republicans did not “ ratify” their 
nominations immediately after the iulyor 


Convention, and some of the Democratig@r- 
gans found in this fact much comfort afd en- 
couragement. But the explanation is simple 
and satisfactory to the Republicans: them- 
selves. The campaign for the nomination 


_ was long and fierce. There was much fac- 


tion-fighting. Men’s feelings were as deeply 
enlisted almost as in a Presidential cam- 
paign. Important principles were involved. 
The Convention was prolonged over a week, 
or, including the preliminary work, ten days. 
The unit rule was discussed and abrogated. 
District representation was established. 
Thirty-six ballots were taken, and in them 
all the fortunes of two or more illustrious 
party-leaders were involved. Theanti-third- 
term feeling was very strong, and equally so 
the devotion of Gen. Grant’s partisans to 
their chosen leader. 

The reaction was bound to come. The 
human mind is capable of bearing a strain 
only for a short time. The nerves must 
rest. The lungs will grow tired. Men can’t 
be always excited about politics; always 
saving the country and neglecting their busi- 
ness; always skirmishing about lobbies and 
adorning “ headquarters.” There must be 
intervals of industry. Campaign-funds must 
be earned as well as spent. 

_ The quiet which followed the adjournment 
6f the Chicago Convention was like that 
which succeeds a heated Presidential cam- 
paign. It was not apathy or despair, but 
simply an unalloyed content.. It came “like 
the benediction which follows after prayer.” 
No Republican was dissatisfied with Gar- 
field. None feared that he could not be 
elected. He was everybody’s second choice. 
All admitted that he would unite the party 
and inspire an enthusiastic campaign. It 
was felt on all sides that he would be a grow- 
ing candidate.

HANCOCK’S GENERAL INSUBORDINATION. 
‘Lhe statement made that Gen. Hancock, a 
subordinate officer.of the regular army, in 
anticipation of the action of Congress on the 
Presidential eount in February, 1877, volun- 
teered the information that he would, as a 
military commander, sustain Tilden in his 
claim to the Presideney and would recognize 
him asthe President of the United States, 
seems to be confirmed, and is hardly doubted. 
Army officers are subordinate to the law in 
times of peace, and at all times are subordi- 
nate to their superiors in command. 
the officers of the army who joined in 
the Rebellion had the decency to resign 
their commissions before taking service 
in the Civil War.

Corporal stood to a Captain or Colonel of 
his regiment, or |towards Gen. Hancock 
himself, As an officer, receiving his orders 
through his military superiors, he had no 
more legai right to set himself up to 
judge @f their authority than had any Cor- 
poral or private to decide whether he should 
obey his commanding officer. If Gen. 
Hancock actually informed persons in 
Congress that, if the finding of the 
Electoral Commission should be disregard- 
ed and Tilden should assert his authority 
as President, he (Hancock) would. pay 
no attention to his superior officers, but, act- 
ing on his own judgment as to who was 
President, would take the field in the new 
civil war, then his conduct was disgraceful 
to him as a soldier and a citizen. 

It is also stated that, when President 
Lincoln removed McClellan-from the com- 
mand of the army, Hancock was active in 
urging that the order be disobeyed; that the 
army be marched to Washington and that 
the Government be compelled to continue 
McClellan in command; and that this pro- 
ceeding oly failed because of McCiellan’s 
refusal to take the responsibility. The proof 
of this scheme is said to be in existence, but 
the country will wait until that prdegfis pro- 
duced before accepting such a monstrous in- 
stance of political and military perfidy. 

When Gen. Hancock was in command in 
New Orleans in the winter of 1867-’8, he is- 
sued an order removing a majority of the 
City Council and other civil officers in New 
Orleans and appointed others. Gen. Grant, 
who was then General of the Army, and at 
Washington, upon being officially informed 
of this proceeding telegraphed Hancock to 
suspend the execution of the order and to re- 
port all the facts and circumstances. To this 
Hancock responded that he was on the spot, 
and was informed of the facts, and considered 
that his position as Commander of the Depart- 
ment entitled him to an exemption from any 
interference by the General of the Army. As 
to the circumstances, the fact that he had 
issued the order was sufficient as to the 
prepriety of the order itself. The letter 
was remarkable for the tone of insubordina- 
tion which marked it from beginning to end. 
The General of the Army, however, insisted 
on his authority, aiyiin due time Hancock 
was compelled to revoke his order dismissing 
the vatious officers, and compelled to restore 
them and remove those he had appointed. 

The fact is, Gen. Hancock became a poli- 
tician seeking the Presidency from the day 
the War closed. When Johnson removed 
Sheridan from New Orleans he appointed 
Thomas to that Department. Gen. Grant, in 
behalf of Thomas, appealed to the President 
to cliange the order, Thomas being then in 
poor health. It is supposed that Hancock, 
through Jere Black, sought the appoint- 
ment, intending to exhi bit his independence 
of Congress by carrying out Andrew John- 
son’s policy. His first act on his arrival at 
New. Orleans was to revoke several of 
Sheridan’s previous orders, and, while 
openly disregarding the law of Congress, 
to make himself conspicuous asa supporter 
of Johnson’s policy. In less than six months 
he was a candidate before the Democratic 
Convention seeking the nomination for Pres- 
ident, and being supported by all the dele- 
gates from the Rebel States. His sole plat- 
form was his order revoking Sheridan’s 
previous orders, the most important of which 
was that allewing negroes to act as jurors. 
Hancock reversed this, allowing no negro to 
be a juror, but allowing the ex-Kebels to 
serve in that capacity. 

it is evident that Hancock has had the 
Présidency on the brain ever since the War 
closed, and his expressed willingness to put 
himsejf at the head of any military move- 
ment to force Tilden into the Presidency 
shows his extreme anxiety to overturn the 
Republican party, even by a resort to a civil 
war which would have cost thousands of 
lives and set the precedent in this country 
for the adoption of the Mexican system of 
elections, 


THE SITUATION “IN INDIANA 

There are two circumstances which prom- 
ise to place Indiana, though generally re- 
garded as a Democratic State, in the line of 
doubtful States this fall. One is the avowed 
disagreement among the Democratic lead- 
ers, Which grew out of the defeat -of- Hen- 
dricks and McDonald for the Presidential 
nomination and the choice of English for the 
second place. The other is the effect of the 
late decision of the Supreme Court setting 
aside the constitutional amendments which 
had been adopted by the people.

The influence of the judicial decision af- 
fecting the amendments will be still more 
damaging to the Democracy in Indiana, The 
political object of this decision was twofold 
—viz.: (1) To promote Mr. uendricks’ cause 
at Cincinnati, and (2) to secure a Democratic 
offset in October for the expected Republican 
victory in Ohio, The decision failed to se- 
cure the first object, and it may fail to secure 
the second. A review of the case shows that 


precedents in Indiana and other States. 
amendments received a large majority of all 
the votes cast thereon. The fact that 
local township elections were held on 
the same day had no bearing upon 
the question of their adoption, since the day 
for voting on the amendments might 
have been lawfully fixed in the preceding 
week or month, or at any. other time in the 
discretion of the Legislature. Hence the 
vote on the amendments was in all respects a 
special election. Had it occurred the day be- 
fore or the day after the township elections, 
the Court would not have had any opportu- 


nity for raising a question of comparison be- | 


tween the two aggregates of the two separate 
and independent elections. As it was, no 
provision had been made for an official ag- 
gregation of the township returns, and the 
Court set aside the amendments, which had 
received large majorities of ali the votes cast 
on these questions, simply becatse it did not 
know whether these majorities were also a 
majority of ali the votes that had been cast 
for township officers. It amounted to a 
negation of the popular will for partisan 
purposes and upon a mere quibble. 

The popular indignation at the Supreme 
Court’s decision will be increased by the fact 


‘that the people of Indiana will be put to large 


expense on account of it. The October elec- 
tion will cost the people from $100,000 to 
$150,000, which would have been saved to 


them under the amendment they had adopted - 


transferring the State election to the same 
day in November on which the National elec- 
tlon oceurs. Another of the amendments set 
aside by the Supreme Court provided for a 
limitation of indebtedness and of the fees 
paid to county officers. By these changes 
the people would have saved hundreds of 
thousands of dollars every year, but it will 
now be several years before the saving can be 
accomplished, owing to the fact that the 
amendments can only be submitted after 
passing two suecessive Legislatures. ‘There 
may be a movement for a rehearing before the 
Court, and the fact that two of the Judges 
are represented as favorable to such a propo- 
sition indicates that public sentiment has al- 
ready asserted its disapproval of the partisan 
scheme. But the Court has adjourned till 
September, and it is unlikely that any new 
decision can be reached in time to do away 
with the October election. 

From these statements it appears that the 
Democrats have more obstacles to contend 
against in Indiana this year than they had 
four years ago. The Republicans, on the 
other hand, have never been so hopeful since 
Morton’s death. They are enthusiastic about 
Porter, their nominee for Govérnor, as well 
as about Garfield; and proper effort, in 
bringing out all the Republican votes and in 
suppressing the imported and fraudulent 
votes on the Democratic side, may result in 
an October victory in Indiana. 


A COMMON-SENSE VIEW. 

After wandering about almlesly in a polit- 
ical wilderness for about twenty years, the 
Democracy at Cincinnati in the nomination 
of Hancock emerged upon a “clearing” Ir- 
radiated bya ray of sunlight, and commenced 
toshout. They are still shouting instead of 
devoting their precious time to an explora- 
tion of the “clearing.”” When they take 
time to look about they will discover that the 
“clearing”’ is small, that it shows no signs 
of a human habitation, and that it is sur- 
rounded on every side by a dense and 
unbroken forest. They will then realize 
thai they are not out of the woods yet. There 
is something in Democratic party history 
which would be funny if it were not so 
ridiculous as to verge on the grotesque.. For 
twenty years the Bourbon Democracy have 
antagonized, bitterly, every position assumed 
by the Republican party. But step by step, 
as one position after another has been gained 
by the Republicans, the Democrats have fol- 
lowed, indorsing the last position and 
furiously denouncing the next succeeding 
one. For twelve years the mocracy have 
been denouncing militairism in the Govern- 
ment. In 1868 they nominated a civilian for 
President, saying: The War is over; we 
want no more Generals in command. In 
1872 they wanted to shake hands across the 
bloody chasm, and nominated a Republican 
man of peace. In 1876 they nominated a man 
to whose nostrils the very smell of gun- 
powder was an offense. In 1876 the Repub- 
licans put aside the hero of Appomattox and 
nominated a citizen-soldier; and in 1880 they 
have emphasized the act of 1876 in repudia- 
tion of militatrism in the Government. But 
foronce the Democrats, who as a rule learn 
nothing and forget nothing, have forgotten 
their opposition to the elevation of purely 
military men to high civil position. The 
name of Hancock adroitly placed before the 
Convention at the instance of the Southern 
Brigadiers being received with enthusiasm, 
the delegates went off at half-cock and nomi- 
nated him without reflecting upon the ab- 
surdity of the act. They did not reflect that 
the nomination of Hancock merely placed 
the Democratic party in possession of a posi- 
tion lately dismantled and abandoned 
by the Republican party. They did

THE EASTERN QUESTION AGA‘H. 

The interminable and inevitable Eastern 
auestion is onee more sprung upon Europe 
by the stubborn Turks, who refuse to be 
bound by the decisions of the supplemental 
Conference, and are preparing to resist them 
by force if necessary, and in any event by the 
conventional plan of haggling and delay, and 
playing off one Power against another, 
which is peculiar to them. Bytheir methods 
they have kept the Berlin Treaty in abey- 
ance fortwo years, and now hope to effect a 
similar result with the findings of the Berlin 
Conference. 

So faras the .Greek question is concerned, 
itis doubtfal whether Turkey will actively 
oppose the verdict of the Conference. 
There was no clashing of interests between 
the Powers in settling upon a new frontier 
line. The Greeks did not get all they want- 
ed, but they got more, probably, than they 
expected, as they secured 300,000 square 
miles of territory, the richest city in Epirus, 
anew seaport opposit their insular possession 
of Corfu, and a tract of very rich and fertile 
country which will greatly increase their 
revenues, The decision on this point was 
not only speedy but unanimous, and the per- 
emptory manner in which the Porte was no- 
tified of the decision Mmdicates that the 
Powers are not in a moodto bear any further 
delay with patience. Turkey will hardly 
dare to oppose them in the field, for that 
would be her inevitable ruin, but it is evi- 
dent that she intends to make the occupation 
as expensive as possible for Greece, and to 
that end has already incited the Albanians to 
resistance. This may involve the Greeks in 
the necessity of taking their new territory 


by force, which, it issaid, they are amply. 


prepared to do. 

The Montenegrin question, however, rests 
on different grounds, and is full of compli- 
cations and beset with difficulties. The Ber- 
lin Treaty,gave to Montenegro the plain of 
Gusinje and Plave; but, owing to the diffi- 
culty of surrendefing it, through the Inter- 
vention of Italy another district south of 
Podgoritza was offered and accepted by 
Montenegro. The Porte, however, failed to 
deliver the disirict, whereupon the Powers 
have taken the matter in hand, and awarded 
to Montenegro the Province of Dulcigno, 
which gives her a seaport. As this is tanta- 
mount to establishing a Russian seaport, 
Austria is not satisfied, and will demand an 
extension of her Adriatic shore line to offset 
Russia. The Turks are well enough aware 
of this, and hence can afford to refuse the 
cession, knowing that Russia and Austria are 
atodds.

CHURCH DEDICATION. 

The German Catholic St. Michael’s congre- 
gation dedicated yesterday the new school 
building lately erected by the parish on 
North avenne, between Church and Hurlbut 
streets. Thesetticment, as the neighborhood 
is called, made a day of it. At 9o’clock in 
the forenoon a procession was formed by the 
different church societies belonging to the 
congregation, and marched, several hun- 
dred strong, through the streets of 
the settlement. In ‘the afternoon the 
spacious hail in the school building 
was for the first time thrown open tothe 
public and formally dedicated by speeches 
by priests and Jaymen prominent in that large 
congregation, In the evening an entertain- 
ment was given in the same hall, which be- 
came crowded to its utmost capacity. The 
exercises consisted of music, singing, decla 
mations, dramatic performances, and beer- 
drinking, and were highly appreciated by 
the good-natured crowd, among which were 
to be seen some of the best German citizehs 
of the North Side.

BASE-BALL. 
CHICAGO V8. PROVIDENCE. 

Close upon 9,000 people patronized the ball 
game at White Stocking Park yesterday aft- 
ernoon, and saw one of the closest, hardest, 
most stubborn, and most exciting’ contests 
that ever took place in Chicago. it was the 
first time more than nine innings have been 
played here this year. The big crowd was 
exceedingly good-natured throughout, 
though it took some time to clear the field, 
and it was not until 4 o’clock that the first 
ball was pitched. Providence had its best 
team on hand, with Bradley as pitcher, Gross 
to catch, Ward at third, and the rest placed 
as usual. The wisdom of having a change 
pitcher in the nine was demonstrated here, 
as the Chicagos took hold of Bradley most 
energetically in the second inning, batting 
him for two singles and a triple-bagger, 80 
that Ward relieved him at the commence- 
ment of the third inning, and 
proved so effective that for five in- 
nings not a base-hit was scored 
for Chicago, and but four hits in 
nine innings. Everybody expected Provi- 
dence to give the home team a hard fight, 
and they did it. It wasa terrible tug from 
first to last, there being no time when a little 
good hitting and a very few errors Would not 
settle the game either way. Both sides 
played as if their lives depended upon win- 
ning, and some of the men played as they 
never played before. Chicago was outbatted, 
and outfielded too so far as the total of er- 
rors shows, but the White Stockings never- 
theless won the game by magnificent field- 
ing at critical points. Itis hardly too much 
to say that the game was won by Dalrymple 
at the bat and Que:t in the field. The former 
senta ball over the right-field fence just 
when it was needed to bring in a run, though 
he had previously been wholly inefficient 
with the stick, striking at high balls that 
would otherwise have been 
but in the eleventh inning he got 
his bat fairly onto a high one, and sent it 
over among the railroad tracks, bringing 
home Flint for the winning run. As for 
Quest, two lighting double plays in which 
he bere the chief part cleared the bases when 
runs were threatened, and his extraordinary

One of his errors was from overzealousness 
in trying for a ball which he should have let 
go on to Kelly, and the other was his failure 
to handle clean a bard-hit ball and head off 
Ward at the plate, though he recovered the 
ball in time to retire the striker at first base.

An Old-Time Discourse to 
Students on * 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

CLEVELAND, O., July 3.—I well remember 
a certain talk which Gen. Garfield delivered 
many years ago to the students of Hiram 
College, from the rostrum of the college 
chapel. It was a beautiful May morning, 
and the pupils had gathered for prayers be- 
fore the work of therday began. After the 
brief exercises, President Hinsdale said: 

“Gen. Garfield is with us to-day, having 
just arrived from Washington. He may be 
willing to say something to you.” 

Thus addressed, the General stepped 
forward to the front of the rostrum, and 
began a little talk, which to me at this day 
seems to be the finest I ever heard him 
make, I have heard him on great occasions 
on the stump; I have heard him on State 
occasions; but never did his words make 
such deep impression on me as on this occa- 
sion. I will try to reproduce the substance 
of his thought:

Did you 
ever see two giobes whose only difference 
was, that one bad half an inch larger diame- 
ter than the.other? ‘his larger one, al- 
though there is so little difference, will en- 
tirely inclose the other, and have a quarter of 
an inch in every direction to spare besides. 
Let these globes be minds, with a living prin- 
ciple of some kind at their centres, which 
throws out. its little tentacle-like arms 
every direction as _ radii 
plore for. knowledge. The one goes 
a certain distance and stops. It 
can reach no further. It has come to a 
standstill.

The other 
sends its arms out, and can reach justa 
quarter of an inch farther. So far as the 
first mind™is able to tell, the other has gone 
infinitly farther than it can reach.

Newton’s Wondrous Ice-Gorge. 
New York Herald, 

Re lately reached Newton, N. J., of a 
wonderful ice-gorge and spiing over the foot of 
the Biue Moyntains back of Swartswood Lake 
and Middlevilie. 

The gorge is several hundred yards in extent, 
ten to thirty fect deep, with caves and clefts in 
the rocks where the ice lays; it is located a very 
short distance from the mountain. The shade 
at the gorge is very dense, the sun apparently 
never penetrating it. The bottom of the gorge 
is covered with ice and the little caves and crev- 
ices are filled with it. Itisa natural ice-house; 
buudreds of tons might be taken out without 
ee phage wee A decreasing the whole. Much of it 
has no doubt lain there for years, the mass grad- 
ually melting and being added to each year. 
The thermometer, which registe in the nine- 
ties in Newton, marked 38 deg. at the bottom of 
this gorge,—too cold for one to remain there any 
length of time. A tew feet from one end of the 
gorge a ng of the most delicious, sparkling 
water bubbies up. It tastes slightly of iron, and 
is very satisfying to the thirst. * Water in 
this spring stancs at #4 cee. about as cold as one 
could comfortably drink it. 

Samuel Thompson, who owns the farm on 
which this natural curiosity was found, in con- 
versation with the reporter, said: “ Why, yes, I 
8 pose it is ratherremarkabie, but we don’t think 
very much about it except when we want ice. 
The neighbors allaround goes over there for 
theirice. Early in the spring the ‘holler’ is all 
filled up, but it gets curted away and melted 
down so that by the middie of August there 
ain't much there except what's in the caves and 
holes, and thep are so deep gnd small around 
that it is hard togetit outof them. Weail 
make great account of getting ice there to make 
cream for the Fourth of July. You see the water 
runs down off of the mountain into the‘ holler’ 
during the fall and eurly and 
there ain't any outlet, it lays there and freezes. 
1 s' pose some of that in the caves has been there 
forever. The water in the spring most likely 
comes from the ice; it has akindof curious 
taste, but we like it. My wife says that water 
beats anytbing she ever saw for ‘rheumatiz.’ 
We've knowed about it—the gorge and spring— 
for years, but I reckoned there was plenty more 
of the like about the country, so we never said 
much about it A many strangers bave 
come here lately to see the place, and they all 
talk about its being wonderful.”

Cuicaeo, July 4.—Tags Trisune has re- 
cently given the public several telegraphic 
items of President Hayes’ trip to Connecti- 
cut and to the home of his ancestors, and his 
presence at the commencement and meeting 
of the alumni of the college at New Haven. 
It is a well-known fact that Mr. Hayes’ 
father emigrated from Vermont to Ohio, and 
that near relatives of the part of the family 
who remained were residing in Vermont at 
the time of his election to the Presidency. 
| His father, Rutherford Hayes, married 
Sophia Birchard while he was a “* mer- 
chant,” or country-store keeper, in West 
Brattleboro. The Hon. Austin Birchard,— 
the brother of Sophia Hayes, the President’s 
mother,—who had been a storekeeper for 
half a century, died at Fayetteville, Vt., last 
September, at the advanced age of 86. Austin 
Birchard was the father of Mary Birchard, 
an interesting woman of about 48 years of 
age, who was killed at the Ashtabula dis- 
aster,on her visit to her cousin, who had 
just been elected to the Presidency. 

One of the speakers at one of the gather- 
ings in compliment to the President fa- 
cetiously remarked that the colonization from 
the old Connecticut Colony that had settled 
at New Haven had helped to found 

TWO REPUBLICAN EMPIRES 

in the New World,—the settlement of Ver- 
mont, and afterwards the Western Keserve 
of Ohio. This Western Reserve, where Mr. 
Hayes’ father settled,—a part of which sent 
Giddings to Congress, ‘and now supplies to 
the Nation a Garfield,—was known §in early 
times as the New Connecticut. John Brown’s 
father was one of the emigrants from the Old 
Connecticut to settle the New; and the hero 
of the gallows was one of the spinal products 
of the Western Reserve. Mr. Hayes’ grand- 
father emigrated from Branford, near New 
Haven, to Vermont, and his father to Ohio. 

The summer after his inauguration, the 
President visited his uncle, at Fayetteville. 
When a youth, and at the time he was in col- 
lege, it was a favorit place foravisit. Itis 
an interesting driveof acouple of hours, 
through shady byroads and over the hilis, to 
West Brattleboro from Fayetteville. The 
President took the opportunity to ride over 
and visit the old homestead and “ store’’ of 
his father. For a distance on this byroad he 
left his carriage and walked,—no doubt 
sweetly meditating, among those hills that 
always seem a long way from the world, on 
the vicissitudes of fortune, and that favora- 


of the Nation. Lis uncle had in his posses- 
sion an office-desk of the plainest style, of 
painted wood, which the President’s father 
used in his store, andin which he kept the 
books and papers of his rural business; and 
this was prom to the President as a fami- 
ly heirloom, atthe death of the venerable 
uncle. The name of our respected President 
carries both branches of the family,—Ruther- 
ford Birchard Hayes. 

The City of New Haven is justly distin- 
guished for its beauty and claasic character. 

t was not long ago that I was there. It was 
the day after the college-commencement. 
The first object of interest I saw, in looking 
through the corridors of elm-trees on the 
classic shaded green, was 

THE OLD CENTRE CHURCH, 
which bore upon its front, under its arched 
colonnade, among other very significant in- 
scriptions, this interesting announcement: 
“ A. D. 1636: A company of nae Chris- 
tians, led by John Davenport Theopolus 
Eaton, were the Founders of this City.” 
The John Davenport was Reverend, 
Eaton the Governor,—the Moses and Aaron, 
as they were called, of the Puritan Exodus 
that found its Canaan in Connecticut. This 
John Davenport was the hero of heroes, to 
whom some time I hope to offer up speeial 
literary incense. He was the greatprotector 
of the Regicides, Whaley and Goffe? and, in 
pom, them, defied the powerof King 
pe no nowing that he committed the 
crune of high treason in secreting these fugi- 
ves. 

It was the day after commencement, and 
the eye were engaged in removing the 
benches and clearing up the débris of the 
exercises held in the Centre Church. The 
way was therefore open for an interior in- 
vestigation. On a large marble siab in the 
portico, inscribed in black letters, Lread the 
names of the early founders of the church, 
and those whose remains were buried in the 
crypt below. Among them were the names 
of Rutherford Howell Trowbride, and 


Haze,—note the spelling of the last name, 


with az,—and there was a long list in that 
name, more than any others, that stood in 
black letters on the white marble tablet. I 
thought it had ahazey look of an ancestral 
connection of our President with the found- 
ers of this primitive church, and the princi- 
ples of the good old religion that strength- 
ened the soul of the old hera, John Daven- 
port, and his coadjutor, Theopolus Eaton. 

hat Davenport, must say here, was 
a little, doughty parson, that wass all 
pluck backbone, as was shown by his 
protecting the Regicides under such peril. A 
young man informed me that these were the 
names of 

THE PERSONS BURIED IN THE CRYPT, 

and he kindly took a match and went into the 
basement, which being fitted up with gas he 
lighted it for my benefit. The ground of the 
crypt had recently been covered with acom- 
position cement, and the fiuterior was op- 
pressive with the scent of coal-tar; and 
through the black floor, that had been laid to 
cover the soft sand in which the numerous 
skeletons of the past reposed, the old head- 
stones stood up thick and promiscuous 
around. They were usually rough, and made 
of thick slabs of the Connectitut sandstone; 
occasionally there was one of slate or colored 
marble of considerable finish, indicating 
some rank or wealth in the family 
which had erected the memorial. Underthis 
church, which was built in 1814 over a por- 
tion of the thick-buried churchyard of the old 
Puritans, it is said there lies all that now re- 
mains of about 270 persons; and that is noth- 
ing but dust cemented over by coal-tar. 
Among the stones is a handsome one with 
this inscription: 

“Mrs. Rebecca Hays, the amiable and 
virtuous consort of Capt. Zekiel Hays, and 
daughter of Col. John Russel, late of Bran- 
ford, departed this life“May 27, 1773, aged51.”’ 

This lady, I was told, is the great-grand- 
mother of President Hayes. An antiquarian, 
Mr. John W. Barber, permitted me to tran- 
scribe from his notebvok that this Col. John 
Russel, the father of Rebecca, was the son of 
the Rev. Samuel Russel, in whose study 
were deposited the books and records of the 
organization of Yale College; and he, the 
latter, was the son of the Rev. John Russel, 
of Hadley, Mass., who for many years 

SECRETED THE TWO BEGICIDES, 
Whaley and Goffe, in the back closet of his 
chamber and in his cellar. So it appears that 
our Presidentis a lineal descendant of the 
famous protector of the Regicides, at Had- 
ley,—a fact which, I believe, has not here- 
tofore cropped out in history. The house of 
Ezekiel Hayes is still standing in Branford 
built of brick in 1756. The President visited 
it on his recent trip. It was a large house, 
unsuited for Ezekiel’s use and his cal . 
and it was therefore calied Hayes’ Folly by 
his neighbors. He was a blacksmith, and a 
scythe-maker for the farmers of the neigh- 
borhood. It was su “i that he had mar- 
ried, in the daughter of Col. Russel, a lady 
much above him in social position. His 
ie ory oe sense recognized the fact, and justi- 

it before the world in the admission that 
it was better to risé than to fall. 

On. the tablet of the Centre Church, I have 
s‘ated, appears the name of Rutherford. The 
son of Ezeziel, and the ew wow ged of Presi- 
dent Hayes, named Rutherford, was born at 
New Haven in A 1756, seventeen years 
bemoans the,death of his mother. We see here 
where 

THE NAME OF RUTHERFORD 
comes in; but the relationship with that 
ancient family, if any, does not so far appear

THIS CENTRE CHURCH 

is the first church of New Haven, and is well 
on object of curiosity. It stands upon the 

reen laid out by John Davenport and 
Theopolus Eaten, and in the midst of the 
shade of the elms which they did notset out. 
The splendid trees that form the green 
arcade are the second growth, and it is said 
that these first men coming into the forest, 
which seemed endless and interminable, had 
more of a disposition to destroy than to set 
out trees. In the rear of the church are re- 
tained with 4 gg yeneration two. rough 
stones that push up their lowly heads above 
the green sod, on which are dimly discerned 
some mirosty ene inscriptions. ‘These*are 
asssumed to be the gravestones of. Edward 
Whaley and William Goffe, the famous 
Regicides. But the assumption rests mainly on 
the zeal of the eccentric Dr. Ezra. Stiles for 
the local canonization of t heroes of 
New Haven; for, a few years after the pub- 
lication of his books, the remains of Whaley 
were actually found ina small vault formed 
out of the wall of the cellar in which he was 
secreted at Hadley,—the bones almost imme- 
diately crumbling into dust, so onl 
tooth remains as a memento. And it has 
been proved by a New Haven Professor that 
Goffe died and was buried at Hartford. But 
near the uncut stones in the rear of the 
church s s a handsome’ monument, well 
railed in, erected to the memory of James 
Dixwell, another Regicide who, being a less 

rominent person, was allowed to die in his 
bed, in the presence of a family he had 
raised, by the name of Davids. 

This is the church in which the distin- 
guished 

DR. LEONARD BACON 


has preached for the last generation, who 


has been heard throughout the land as a 
stalwart Congregationalist. He is now over 
80 years ot age, and has retired from the 
active services of the ministry; but his eyes 
are as bright as if kindled by the fires of 
youth,.and he keeps his study in the college, 
where he retains some kind of Professorship, 
and goes regularly to his.old pulpit on a Sun- 
day, and sleeps in perfect trust that all 
things go on well, while a younger man 
does the preaching. Dr. Noble, now of the 
Union Park Church, was the pastor, with 
Dr. Bacon, at this church before his removal 
to Chicago.

MINNESOTA. 


The Republican Congressional Canvass. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Sr. Pavu., Minn., July 5.—All the Repub 
lican Congressional Conventions in Minne- 
sota come off this week: in First District, 
at Waseca, on Wednesday; in the Third, at 
Minneapolis, on the same day; and in the 
Second, at Farmington, on Thursday.. In 
the First and Second Districts, very pretiy 
fights for the nomination have been going on, 
the progress of which has been sketched 
from time to time for Tux TRIBUNE. 

In the First District, the combination 
against Dunnell, the sitting member, which 
at one time seemed likely to fail through his 
superior powers of organization and his hold 
upon the machinery of the party, now has a 
fair chance of success, so far as beating Dun- 
nell is coneerned. The combination, which 
includes the Counties of Blue Earth, Dodge, 
Faribault, Fillmore, Freeborn, Houston, and 
Mower, can apparently command 66 votes, to 
61 for Dunne l, in the Waseca Convention. 
The opposition have a plan to increase this 


majority by borrowing a dodge of your own 
gentle Logan. They will contest certain 


counties that have chosen Dunnell delega 


and exclude them from Convention unti 
its organization is in their hands. If the op- 
position were united upon a candidate, Dun- 
nell would have no chance, unless it were 
the desperate one of capturing some of their 
delegates. He has a_ confident hope, 
however, in the division of e 
enemy. Almost every 

a separate candidate: Judge 

in Fillmore, Gen. Edgerton in Dodge, J. A. 
Lovely in Freeborn, and others. Ex-Lieut.- 
Gov. Wakefield, who is the hope of the anti- 
Dunnell men, has two counties besides his 
own, and musters 22 votes. If he can draw 
the others to him he may beat the sitting 
member; otherwise Dunnell will probably 
tire out the scattered opposition, and slip in. 

In the Second District, the contest will be 
still closer, unless one of the three candi- 
dates transfers his strength. Maj. H. B. 
Strait, who was beaten by Poehler two years 
ago, after a long but net distinguished service, 
has worked his old machine so industrious- 
ly that he has apparently 58 votes, or two 
more-than a majority of the Convention. He 
claims that he has reconciled the disaffection 
that beat him, and believes that he can trust 
himself before the people ina Presidential 
year. Gordon E. Cole, the Faribault lawyer, 
who doesn’t know as much about politics as 
Strait, though he knows a great deal more 
about everything else, has only thirty-six 
delegates, in spite of the enthusiasm his 
name created when it was announced he 
would be a candidate. Heis one of the able 
but scrupulous men who get praise, while 
smaller men, yet more industrious workefs, 
get the votes. Chandler, of Red Wing, has 
some dozen votes. If all Strait’s votes stand 
firm, of course he will be nominated by the 
skin of his teeth: but itis known that the 
second chvice of many of his men is Cole, 
and it is believed that many of them 
prefer Cole for their first choice, and 
only intend to cast a complimentary vote for 
Strait. This being so, they will naturally 
take care that their complimentary vote does 
not nominate him, and the nomination may 
finally come to Cole after several fruitless 
ballots. He would honor the district, and 
would be elected, even without the aid of the 
Presidential vote. 

There is no contest in the Third District. 
All the delegates elected so far are for Wash- 
burn, the sitting member, who is conceded 
a renomination, not only in accordance with 
custom, but as a reward of merit for his 
boldness and his sufferings in his contest 
with ponneny for his seat. The Convention 
at Minneapolis on Wednesday will probably 


nominate Mr. Washburn without opposition.

‘The western erd- was the part 
which did the damage. In cdlor it was of a 
purplish black. Sometimes I could see the 
clear sky below it; and again it would touch 
the ground 80 that I could not. It looked 
like a revolving column, revolving slowly at 
the top, but faster toward the lower or 
western end. Great arms or claws of cloud 
would reach down and around, corkserew- 
like, while the Rqnaing 5 play yed incessantly 
down the sides, of the sky was 
somewhat cloudy, 4-7 the clouds seemed to 


| start simultaneously from all quarters toward 


the coming column, The wind was then in 
the south, where I was, but soon turned to 
the east, plowing terribly. Then there was a 
sudden calm. Then the wind blew more ter- 
ribly from the southwest; and shortly after- 

ward squarely trom the north. There was 
some rain and a few hailstones, about the 
size of door-knobs. 

There was no storm a mile south of me. 
At Lewis there were only a slight rain and a 
little wind, though ten miles north they had 
almost a » water-spout. 

Of eourse [ did not stay on the divide. 
Like any sensible Lowa man, I took my fam- 
iivinto an nnderground retreat built origi- 
nally for a milk-house, 

Now I know that there is just as much dif- 
ference between a wind-storm and a eyclone 
as between a rapids in a fiver and a whirl- 
pool in tbe ocean. I know that no building, 
whether of wood, brick or stone, be it three 
or two stories, or only one, with or without 
projections, would stand any chance witlr a 
evclone if it were struck fairly and squarely. 
The only safety for a man is under ground, 
and the most of usin lowa have such sum- 

merretreats, ‘Cave cellars” they arecalled. 
Iean give yon some idea of the power of a 
evyelone by describing how lumber and farm 
wagons were treated by it. The wagons are 
the same as those used in New York State. 
They were taken up and carried off and 
picked to pieces. The ‘axles were broken 
short off close to the hubs. The felloes 
were carried away entirely, ‘and the spokes 
were broken off close to the hub; the tires 
were twisted into fantastic shapes. if pos- 
si! ile, Thay ought to have cyclone-proof wagon 
wheels 

Horses and boys are picked up out of the 
pasture by these storms and carried to the 
next township and half buried in some corn- 
field. These things are no exaggerations: 
they are terrible facts. The stable of Will- 
iam Hopley, containing twelve horses, was 
lifted bodily into the alr and threwn down 
upon the spot of und from which his 
corn-crib had been blown wey A dashed 
into kindling wood, and that by merely the 
fag end of the cyclone. None of the horses 
were killed either. The hogs in the base- 
ment were, many of them, killéd by the rock 
wall being ‘piled onto them.

There ts really less risk 
in a geod frame house, because they burst 
outwards gfter being raised in the air. A 
stoned usée seems to be whirled into a pre 
miscuous pile all at once.

THOMAS L, DONNELLY. 

In THE TRIBUNE of yesterday morning an- 
nouncement was made of the death of 
Thomas L. Donnelly, the veteran comedian 
and theatrical manager, at his residence in 
New York City, on Saturday night. He was 
in his 48th year. According te the obituary 
notice of the New York Times of Sunday, he

r had been ill but “two weeks, and the im- 


mediate cause of his death was erysipelas, 
developed from a carbuncle on his neck. Mr. 
Donnelly was born in London, England, on 
Christmas Day, 1832, his parents being people 
in well-to~<io circumstances. As a lad he was 
fond of amateur theatricals,and displayed an 
aptitude for the art which won for him so 
much commendation that he determined to 
adopt the stage as a profession. He chose 
the line of Irish low comedy, and, in 1853, set 
out from London in a traveling stock com- 
pany, playing in Sheffield, Birmingham, and 
other provincial towns. Two years later he 
came to the United States, and at once se- 
cured an engagement at Wood’s National 
Theatre, Cincinnati. He played there for 


two or three seasons, under the stage name 
of Thomas Lester, and won quite an enviabie 
local reputation... Among other well-known 
actors who played at Wood’s in the same 
company with him were James W. Collyer, 
John Mathews, and T. B. McDonough. In 
1856 he organized a traveling company, and 
with it made a tour of Ohio, Indiana, Mis- 
souri, and other Western States, and played 
again over the same route in 1857. At the 
breaking out of the War he went to New 
York and secured an engagement with 
peoree Wood, who was managing the old 
Broa way Theatre, and in the seasons of 1862 
and 1863 he played low comedy with George 
L. Fox at the Old powery. he following 
year he joined the Worrell Sisters’ burlesque 
company at the New York Theatre, and later 
on played the Signal Men at the same house 
in Daly’s play, “* Underthe Gaslight.” His 
next engagement was at the Winter-Garden 
Theatre, where he for once dropped comedy 
and played the High Priest in “ Pizarro,” a 
part for which he was very well fitted, as he 
possessed a rich voice, and in that character 
was required to sing chants and psalms in 
the service of the Temple of the Sun. In 
1865 he played O/t-a-nagan in the “ Veteran ” 
atthe opening of the Chestnut Street Thea- 
tre, Philadelphia, a part in which the late 
John Brougham will be remembered, and in 
singing the song, “Old Ireland, you’re my 
dariing,”’? he evoked tumultuous applause. 
Shortly afterward he rejoined the Worrell 
Sisters’ troupe, and began to play female 
burlesque characters, and made quite a hit 
as Clorinda in “ Cinderella.” He remained 
with them for two seasons, and traveled 
over nearly all.the Northern and West- 
ern States. By this time he had be- 
come to some extent the master of 
circumstances, and left the stage to as- 
sume the role of a manager: In 1867 he 
opened a comedy-variety theatre in Brook- 
lyn called the Olympic, and ran it with 
profit for eight years. In 1876, in conjunc- 
tion with John F. Poole, he took the man- 
agement of the Grand Opera-Honse, and be- 
gan to cater to the West Side by opening the 
zreat house at. low, or what was called 
‘popular,’ prices, producing most of the 
popular plays, and in many instances em- 
playing leading tragic, melodramatic, and 
emotional star actors and actresses. He and 
Poole continued in the joint management of 
the Grand Opera-House up to his death. He 
leaves a widuw with four children—two sons 
two daughters—comfortably provided for, 
among his possessions being a fine summer 
residence and farm at Babylon, L. 1. His 
wifé was an actress, known on the stage as 
Kate Williams, but she has not played in 
many years. Her sister is the wife of Freder- 
ick Williams, author of ‘The Royal Middy.’”’ 


EXPRESS WAR. 


How They Are Having It Down in In-«- 
diana. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

LAFAYETTE, July 5.—For years Lafayette 
has been the headquarters of the Louisville, 
New Albany & Chicago Railway, and an im- 
portant station of the American Express 
Company. Our people are, therefore, much 
interest in the fight now progressing be- 
tween the railway and the express company. 
In a former dispatch your reporter detailed 
the fact that with the change in the manage- 
ment of the railroad came an attempt to fire 
the American Express Company and substi- 
tute the Wnion. Later, local companies have 
been endeavoring to 
under the name of the Louisville, New Al- 
oany & Chicago Express Company. 

e railroad company appear to have 
taken up the battle for the new express, and 
on Saturday, when the route agent of the 
American got on board the cars at Michigan 
City, he tendered his pass for fare, but. the 
conductor declined te receive it, and de- 
manded the cash. The agent paid the fare 
to Revnolds, where he swite off, going to 
Sheldon, and coming to this city via the , hs 
kakee line. A demand for the pass by the 
conductor, who said his orders were to 
take it up, wasrefused. At the stations 
of Battle Ground, Chalmers, and other 
points, the railroad agents were also _ 
agents of the American Express, but the 
railroad company demanded that they re- 
linguish the express agency. The resident 
agent, Mr. Lancaster, however, has supplied 
these vacancies with other good men. It is 
a poor rule that won’t work both ways, and, 
while the railroad company is -_ 
American, they, in turn, are diverting as 
large ashbare of freight as ble to other 
lines. Freight from ichigan City— 
and the American handles considerable— 
is ship via the Michigan South- 
ern road to Kensington, and comes in from 
there over the Kankakee Line. The beer 
shipments from Lafayette are carried almost 
exclusively by the American. They now 
make their shipments to Crawfordsville and 
other points south over the I. C. & L. to

Shot Sure to Die. 


Arrest of a Young Burglar—A Few 
Drunken Fights. 


A ROW IN A RESTAURANT. 

The Fourth did not pass away without its 
stabbing affray. Fortunately the result will 
hardly prove serious, though the outcome to 
the cutter or cutters is apt to prove more or 
less unpleasant. Along about half-past 4 in 
the afternoon a couple of young and well- 
dressed men, with a couple of young ladies 
equally well arrayed, walked into the restau- 
rant kept by Charles Martel, on North Clark 
street, just south of Dllinois, and ordered 
supper. According to the girl who waited 
on them, they first ordered drinks all around, 
for which one of the young men paid 
the full rate, 20 cents. The supper 
consisted of a couple of porter-house 
steaks with some extras; the whole 
bil amounting to $1.30. When the party 
came out one of the young men, who after- 
wards turned out to be a news-agent on the 
Chicago & Northwestern Road named Will- 
iam Sisley, threw down 75 cents on the coun- 
ter. The girl who had waited on him told 
him that the bill was $1.30, whereupon he 
asked if she meant to charge 40 cents fora 
steak. She replied that that was the regular 
price, and the young man insisted that 75 
cents was all he intended to pay. While the 
argument was going on, Martel came up to 
the counter and informed the eater of his 
victuals and the drinker of his drinks that 
$1.30 was due him. The young man, insist- 
ing that he had paid enough, left his money 
on the counter and started to walk out. 
Martel caught hold of him and held 
him py the collar. The other young fellow, 
Harry Youngman, also a news-agent on the 
same road, had in the meantime escorted the 
young ladies to the sidewalk, and the three 
were waiting for their companion to make 
his appearance. Hearing something of a 
row inside, Youngman went in and took a 
hand in scuffie. August Manierro, who 
jooks after the fruit department on the side- 
walk, rushed inside to the defense of Martel. 
Sisley appears to have been the first man 
out. Youngman, evidently getting the worst 
of it, drew a pocketknife jabbed Martel 
with it behind the left ear, produc an 
ugly cut about an inch deep. Manierro 
got off with some insignificent scratch- 
es in the back of the head, but had, 
about all he could do just at the moment in 
attending to Martel, who lost no time in in- 
forming the restaurant that he was a dead 
man. He peony thought he was, but he 
was fortunately mistaken. 

meantime Youngman had sud- 
exit and succeeded 
in getting away. While Martel was 
being taken up-stairs and somebody ran 
after Dr. Marr, Manierro started out for the 
two assailants. The girls were not far off, 
and Sisley was captured by Officer Stener- 
nagle at the corner of La Salle and Kinzie 
streets.
